can have no place there, ibr there we iOiall walk 
by Sight J nor hath Hope any thing to do there, for 
Hope is an embracing of Objects diftant and afar 
ofi ; but there we fhall enjoy and jpodefs what here 
^c hope for: Humility, as itisaSenfe of our own 
Unworthinefs and fpiritual Mifery, can have no Ad- 
mittance there; why? becaofe we being in God,

We know God, the more perfeftly we muft needs 
love God; Love that always fills, and always ravifhes 
tfldrail&sDefiresofLove. Nay^ from this Love in 
a natural Stream there flows in that State of Glory 
an exce^ve Charity : A Charity which will be to 
far from envyii^ their Neighbour's Happinefs, that 
it will rather increafe it; and tho' St. Paul will be 
exaked abovethe other Apoftles, in that a Tboufaiid 
Saints have done le(s than he ; yet fuch is the Charity 
there, fo fpotlefe and fo perfe^, that the Felicity of o< 
ther Saints will not diminifli but aggrandize the Joys 
of their Brethren. And therefore St. Paul tells us very 
retaarkably in i Cor. ij. 8. Charity never fails, 
whether there be Prophecies they frail fail i whether 
there ie Tongues t they JhaO ceafe \ or mether there h 
Knowledge^ that is, dull and dark, it fl>aS vau^Jb a-* 
»ay ; gs if all other Virtues would vaniih. But love 
dnd (%arity will abide fqr ever. But all that I have 
hkherte fatd relates chiefly to the Soul : Therefore 
in the .

^tly filled,, and the Joys that are there are without 
Bounds or Limits, both as to Degree, and .as to 
Duration; there will be no Mixture of Joys and 
Qrief, of Sofrow and Cooiblation, of Difeaies and 
comforts; there all Tears wili be wiped away, and 
the Soul wilt keep an eternal Holy Day. This is it 
What the Holy .Ghoft means by a Crown of Life^ 
BefMtbf»ltmt9 D«at.by and (will gipe thee a. Crown 
HfLife^ Rev. ». to. There we fliall perfe<a:ly reign 
Qver our felves that's it what the Holy GhoU means 
by fitting with Chrift on his Throne: Sitting im- 
ports Eternal Refl; and FLcpofe, and by the Throne, 
Eternal Glory here on Earth: Many Men en;oy 
Eafe, Rel^ and Repofe, but no Glory is joined to 
it ; as we fee in ail idle Men that have nothing to do.

Glory, and yet have nor Reft, no Eafe, nor Repole 
iw-ith it; butin Heaven, in .thole ceieftial Jlegions
